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Staff banned 
from eating 
at their desks 

Staff at Walsall Council have been banned from 
eating at their desks in a bid to present a “more pro¬ 
fessional image”. 

The changes have been brought in at the human 
resources department, which looks after the 
council’s 10,000 workers. 

Finance chief Councillor Chris Towe, said the 
department received a high number of visitors and 
it was important staff portrayed a business-like 
image. He said: “A set of office protocols has been 
issued which encourages staff to use the facilities 
that are available. 

“They are able to relax with their colleagues 
during breaks. This presents a more professional 
image for the high number of visitors who attend our 
office on a daily basis.” 

The move is said to have angered some staff. 

One worker, who did not want to be named, said: 
“It is yet another rule to follow. Some people have 
been upset by this.” 

Councillor Towe said staff should talk to their 
managers if they have any problems. 

“It’s disappointing that anonymous callers are 
choosing to contact the media in this way rather 
than discuss their concerns with the appropriate 
managers at the council who are best placed to deal 
with their worries and give accurate information 
rather than speculation,” he said. 

There had also been rumours that flexitime had 
been banned at the council. But Councillor Towe 
said was not the case. Flexitime allows staff to work 
varied hours rather than the traditional 9am to 5pm 
working day. “Flexitime has not been stopped,” he 
said. All procedures are reviewed regularly and flex¬ 
itime is one of those items that is reviewed on a 
regular basis.” 

Earlier this year, council staff were banned from 
including jokes in emails. 

Council chiefs were branded “killjoys” as a result 
but said they were making sure employees did not 
waste the council’s time by exchanging “inappropri¬ 
ate material”. The email and internet usage proce¬ 
dure states: “Users shall not send, forward or 
distribute frivolous, abusive or defamatory mes¬ 
sages to other users.” 


Parents warned 
over disease 

Parents in Walsall are being urged to look out for 
the symptoms of foot, hand and mouth disease after 
suspected cases were found in the borough. 

Two schools have written to the West Midlands 
West Health Protection Unit asking for advice on the 
illness. Leaflets were given to the schools to hand out 
to parents. 

A spokesperson for the HPA said: “Hand, foot and 
mouth disease is a common virus that usually affects 
children under 10 years. 

“The disease can spread easily between children 
so if a child at school or nursery becomes infected it’s 
important to let other parents know what signs and 
symptoms to look out for. 

“The illness usually starts suddenly with a sore 
throat, temperature and blisters develop on the 
inside of the mouth and throat. 

“ In most children the illness is mild and they can 
return to school when then they feel well and the 
blisters have dried up.” 

People are being urged to call NHS Direct or their 
GP for advice. 


Fees for burials and b aby ceremonies to incr ease 

cost Of life

Burial and registration fees in 
Walsall are set to rise. Bereaved fam¬ 
ilies in the borough will have to pay 
more for burials and cremations, 
while register office charges for mar¬ 
riages and baby-naming ceremonies 
will also rise. 

Walsall Council predicts the additional 
charges will bring in an extra £90,000 
next year. All service costs are set to rise 
with some increasing by just a few pounds 
while others will increase by up to £199. 

But council bosses said the move will help 
fund the “significant investment” due to be 
made at Streetly Crematorium, including the 
installation of mercury safety equipment and 
the replacement of old cremators. 

Some of the borough’s cemeteries have also 
been extended with additional burial areas 
created while the public reception area at the 
town’s register office has also been improved. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, who is oversee¬ 
ing the changes, said: “It is important that we 
continue to offer a high quality service to our 
bereaved residents and we have outlined our 
commitment through significant investment 
over recent years. 

Process 

“An annual review of fees and charges is an 
important part of the process in ensuring we 
maintain the high service standards we have 
set and these new charges will enable us to do 
this.” 

Fees within bereavement and registration 
services are reviewed annually. The proposal to 
increase fees from January 1 2011 were due 
before Walsall Council’s cabinet this week. 

Under the proposals, the cost of the exclusive 
right to burial for a full grave will increase by 
£66 to £1,537, while the cost of a grave for cre¬ 
mated remains will rise from £809 to £845. 

A burial held on Saturdays, Sundays or 
Bank Holiday will cost an extra 10 per cent on 
top of normal burial and interment fees. 

The cost of a vault for three grave spaces will 
increase by £199, from £4,413 to £4,612. 

Cremation fees, memorial plaques, head¬ 
stones and entries into the Book of Remem¬ 
brance are all included under the proposal. 

Meanwhile, the cost of outside marriages 
and civil partnerships held on Saturdays and 
Sundays will increase from £339 to £354. 


Thousands pay their respect

in front of the Council House. 

After making their salute the Sea 
Cadets fell out of the parade at the 
memorial to John Henry Carless V.C. 
Here, led by their chaplain the Rev 
David Sims, they held a short ceremony, 
paid their respects to him and laid a 
wreath in his honour. 

The great nephew of ordinary seaman 
Carless, Pc Roger Hearsey, who has 
served with Walsall police for more than 
20 years, lead the tributes to hsi relative 
and other fallen servicemen and 
women. Mr Carless served in the Royal 
Navy and was on the HMS Caledon at 
the Battle of Heligoland Bight during 
the First World War in 1917. 
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Thieves steal 
lethal drugs 

A medical bag containing dangerous drugs was 
stolen in a burglary at a home in Walsall. Thieves 
broke into the house in Dursley Close, Willenhall, 
stealing the keys to a black Vauxhall Astra. 

The car parked outside the house contained the 
medical bag. Police said the thieves escaped in the 
Astra and they also warned people the stolen drugs 
were highly dangerous and should not be taken. 
They are used to stop blood clotting and could cause 
haemorrhaging. 

The medication is an anticoagulent called Clexane 
- an anti-platelet drug. The burglary took place 
some time between 11.30pm on November 10 and 
8am on the 11th. 

Today, police investigating the Dursley Close raid 
appealed for help from anyone who may have seen 
or heard anything suspicious in the area.

Dog’s rescuer 
needed rescue 

A man who jumped into an icy canal in to save his 
dog ended up being rescued by firefighters. The man 
leaped into the Walsall Canal off Pleck Road. 

He managed to climb out of the water with his pet, 
believed to be an alsatian cross. But both he and the 
dog found themselves trapped on the opposite side of 
the canal to the towpath, next to an industrial 
estate. 

A passer-by raised the alarm after spotting them 
around half an hour later. Two crews from Walsall 
and Wednesbury attended the scene. 

Firefighter Ian Molyneux of Walsall fire station 
said: “We don’t know how the dog came to be in the 
water, but it is clear the man decided to go into the 
canal to rescue it. Both managed to get out but found 
they could not get off the bank.” 

The crew from Wednesbury drove on to the indus¬ 
trial estate above the banking and lowered a ladder 
to the man. 

Attempts were made to winch the dog up, but in 
the end it was given a fireman’s lift up the ladder, by 
one of the crew. 

The drama unfolded at 12.20pm on Saturday. 

School handed 
£9,000 boost 

Children, staff and families at Pelsall Village 
School are celebrating after being given more than 
£9,000 of Lottery cash. 

The Old Town Lane school was awarded £9,251 of 
Big Lottery Fund cash to cover the cost of a new 
stage for the school’s popular end-of-term and 
Christmas plays. 

Headteacher Jane Clark said children at the 
school prided themselves on the quality of their 
stage productions and concerts, which they per¬ 
formed to mark faith festivals and milestones.

The people were welcomed by Rev

Saints Church and Licensed Reader 
Margaret Wootton, also of All Saints, 


read out the Bloxwich and district Roll 
of Honour for the Great War and the 
Second World War. 

Retired Drum Sergeant Alf Cooper 
played The Last Post to herald the tra¬ 
ditional two minutes silence at 11am. 

The clergy then led the crowd in 
prayer and hymns to honour the fallen 
and to pray for future peace. 

The service concluded with the 
national anthem and the laying of 
wreaths by local dignitaries, including 
Bloxwich councillors and representa¬ 
tives of the armed and civilian services 
alongside other organisations. 

The crowd included many young¬ 
sters, who proudly placed small 


crosses and poppies for fallen relatives 
and friends. 

This year’s event was very well sup¬ 
ported and onlookers were once again 
particularly impressed by the large 
number of young people who proudly 
joined the veterans in the parade, 
which included the smartly turned- 
out services cadets and other youth 
groups carrying flags including 
Bloxwich Scouts, Cubs, Brownies and 
Guides amongst them. 

Other local groups were repre¬ 
sented, included the Royal British 
Legion, Rotary Club of Bloxwich 
Phoenix, Bloxwich Fire Station and 
more. 
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Pass rate 
at QCSE 
hits 71 pc 

Seventy-one per cent of young 
people living in Walsall had achieved 
the equivalent of five A*-C grades at 
GSCE by the age of 19 in 2008/09, a 
report revealed. 

The figure falls below the national 
average of 76 per cent, but the report 
into post-16 learning by Serco, the 
firm that runs education in Walsall, 
showed an improvement on 2004/05, 
when it was just 60 per cent. 

Figures for Dudley, Sandwell and 
Wolverhampton also fell below the 
national average, with the lowest 
being Sandwell at 67 per cent. 

Young people living in Walsall and 
achieving two A-levels by age 19 
climbed to 41 per cent in 2008/09 from 
33 per cent in 2005/06, but again fell 
short of the national average of 49 per 
cent. 

The report by Sue Wedgwood, assis¬ 
tant managing director for improve¬ 
ment and effectiveness, showed that 
79 per cent of 16 to 19- year-old college 
students living in Walsall succeeded 
in achieving the qualification they set 
out to get in 2008/09 compared to 75 
per cent in the previous two academic 
years. 

Students living in Dudley topped 
the charts with 85 per cent achieving 
their goal in 2008/09 while Wolver¬ 
hampton had the lowest with 74 per 
cent. 

The success rate for apprentice¬ 
ships was 67 per cent in Walsall for 
2008/09 - lower than the national 
average of 68 per cent. In advanced 
apprenticeships, Walsall topped the 
charts with a 82 per cent success rate. 

Turkey putrid 
buyers claim 

Tests are to be carried out on frozen 
turkeys which were sold at the newly- 
reopened Brownhills Market follow¬ 
ing complaints from customers. 

Walsall Council’s environmental 
health officers have ordered the tests 
after three shoppers said the turkeys 
tasted putrid. 

The trader, who advertised 200 
turkeys for sale every hour for £2 each 
at the Silver Street site, has been 
advised not to sell any more until test 
results come back. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, Walsall 
Council communities and partner¬ 
ships chief, said a sample turkey had 
been sent off for analysis. 

He said: “It may be that the turkeys 
are safe to eat, but taste bad. In the 
meantime we would advise anyone 
who has bought one to avoid opening 
and cooking them until we can issue 
further advice.” Anyone wanting to 
return their turkeys can contact the 
stallholder. 

New home found 
for town boxers 

An amateur boxing club which is 
being forced out of its base ahead of 
the Walsall Waterfront development 
will be rehoused on the outskirts of 
the town centre. 

Pleck Boxing Club has been granted 
permission to move into an industrial 
unit in Fairground Way after 10 years 
in Wolverhampton Street. It had been 
due to move to Blakenall Heath. 


Tenants vie to move 


Lee turns life around 


About 300 Walsall tenants are 
urgently seeking a different home, the 
borough’s biggest landlord says. They 
have either a significant medical con¬ 
dition or are homeless and have been 
put on a “gold” waiting list by Walsall 
Housing Group. 

More than 13,500 households are 
registered for a move via their Choose 
& Move system. Most, an estimated 
9,000, include families with children 


hoping to move for more space. These 
are in the bronze category - ade¬ 
quately housed, but wanting to move 
for personal reasons. 

Applicants are put into a gold, silver 
or bronze band, depending on scale of 
housing need, and can bid on proper¬ 
ties in their band which become avail¬ 
able. The applicant who has been 
waiting the longest is offered the prop¬ 
erty. 


A teenager from Walsall who left 
school with one GCSE has turned 
his life around and is set to land a 
job with a top legal firm. 

Lee Chadburn, aged 18, has now 
been awarded a Shining Star award 
for the hard work and dedication 
which landed him a job for his first 
rung on the career ladder as an 
executive assistant. 

Lee, from Chuckery, said he was 


planning to work his socks off in the 
coming years and make his way up 
to legal executive, and eventually 
become a solicitor for Bradin Trub- 
shaw, the firm which gave him his 
first chance. 

He said he left school when he 
was 16, when he was living in Buck¬ 
ingham but when his family moved 
to Walsall, he turned his life 
around. 


Commons to debate 
axing of hospital bus 


A row over the scrapping of a bus that took elderly residents 
to Walsall Manor Hospital has reached Parliament. A motion 
has been tabled in the House of Commons over the decision to 
axe the 639 service. 

The bus travelled from Wednesbury to Walsall via Darlaston and 
the hospital. The decision means some elderly residents now have to 
catch three buses to reach the hospital in Moat Road, it is claimed. 

The hourly bus service was cut in 
January last year, prompting a 120-name 
petition against the decision. 

The operator, National Express West 
Midlands, blamed declining passenger 
numbers, while Centro said it only had 
limited funds to subsidise “socially neces¬ 
sary’ buses in the Midlands. 

Valerie Vaz, Labour MP for Walsall 
South, has tabled the motion, which 
expresses concern over the effect on 
elderly people. 

“Elderly and disabled people in Walsall 
South constituency now have to catch 
three buses to attend appointments at 
Manor Hospital,” the motion says. 

“This House is further concerned that 
this journey now takes approximately one 
hour and 20 minutes, depending on the 
buses running to their timetable, and is 
particularly difficult for people with 
limited mobility due to the steep gradi¬ 
ents they must walk up to reach the rele¬ 
vant bus stops.” 

The motion calls on the Government to 
urge Centro to reinstate the route. 

Operations 

Elderly people said they were left high 
and dry when the bus was axed, with Dar¬ 
laston residents saying they had been 
“wiped off the map”. 

Chris Perry, head of transport opera¬ 
tions at Centro, said: “There are plenty of 
alternative services into Walsall town 
centre that go direct to the Manor Hospi¬ 
tal, including the 335 and 336 which will 
go every 15 minutes from November 28. 

“However, we are to undertake a review 
of the bus network of west Walsall and 
Wolverhampton in the summer of 2011 
and we will take this request on board as 
part of the consultation.” 

Centro said it had taken no action to 
replace the 639 service as other buses 
covered the route. The only exception to 
this was on the approach to Wednesbury 
via Bilston Road and Holyhead Road, 
where figures showed there was an 
average of just four passengers per day.

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Nursing 
temps 
bill rises 


The cost of hiring agency staff 
it Walsall Manor Hospital 
increased by £10,000 to £361,775 
n September. 

Agency staff now account for 
nearly four per cent of the total 
pay bill, and the amount paid to 
agency staff for nursing has 
increased by £38,800 over the 
year. 

Sue Wakeman, director of 
human resources, said at the 
public board meeting of the hospi¬ 
tal trust that the extra cost would 
be mitigated by hiring more per¬ 
manent staff, meaning the Manor 
will be less reliant on agencies. 

A recruitment day was held at 
the hospital recently in an 
attempt to fill vacancies, includ¬ 
ing nursing positions., and about 
300 people attended for just 100 
jobs. 

“Our temporary budget spend 
will go down,” Ms Wakeman said. 

Sickness 

The hospital spent £4.7m on 
agency staff in 2009/10, up 46 per 
cent from £3.2m the previous 
year. 

It was revealed in July that the 
trust running Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital spent £10m in 
2009/10 on agency workers. 

Bosses at the hospital set up a 
staff bank made up of hundreds of 
workers to reduce costs in April, 
and spent an average £466,000 a 
month in the first three months. 

The sickness level was under 
four per cent for September, a 
decrease of 0.26 per cent com¬ 
pared to August, and below the 
4.32 per cent target.

Centre for 
homeless 
gets £60,000 

The future of Walsall’s only drop-in centre for 
the homeless is looking brighter after the cash- 
strapped service attracted more than £60,000 in 
grants to safeguard it f or another year. 

Trustees of the Glebe Centre launched an 
appeal 12 months ago after it was left with just 
two months worth of funding in the kitty putting 
it at risk of closure. They need £10,000-a-month to 
cover running costs at the Wednesbury Road base. 

The facility is operated by trust Comex and 
relies on donations and funding from charitable 
trusts, churches, schools and businesses. 

Geoff Owen, vice-chairman of Comex, said bids 
for £60,000 have been secured to fund key posts 
including centre manager and the senior alcohol 
support worker until autumn 2012 and another 
alcohol support worker until July 2011. 

Smaller grants have been received towards the 
cost of a cook, food and utility bills. 

“No funding has been received for the fundrais¬ 
ing officer or the cleaner, but this is not unusual,” 
he said. “These can usually be covered from the 
general donations we receive from churches, 
organisations and individuals, and cover most 
overheads. 

“We have had a wonderful harvest period with 
churches and schools donating mostly tinned food 
which has filled up our storage. We believe that we 
are now okay for the next 12 months, but we are 
continuing to make applications for funds to com¬ 
mence them as many take a long while to process.” 


Police to make checks 
after drivers ignore signs 

Officers in Walsall will be carrying out checks at 
the junction of Hatherton Road and Lichfield 
Street in the run up to Christmas. 

They say motorists have been ignoring restric¬ 
tions which came into force earlier this year 
banning right turns into Lichfield Street from 
Hatherton Road. In a recent crackdown, 51 
penalty tickets were handed out to drivers. 


Mrs James said the 
reasons patient flow was 
so bad at the Manor’s 
A&E department was 
because it was too small 
and it took a long time to 
discharge frail and 
elderly patients from the 
area. 

“The department was 
built for 40,000 atten¬ 
dances and we are now 
seeing 80,000,” she said. 

“That means the 
department is very con¬ 
gested and it isn’t helped 
by the fact we have not 
got a clinical decision 
unit. 

“The second problem is 
the availability of beds 
and discharge complica¬ 
tions for elderly and frail 
patients.” 

Discharging 

The report that went 
before health bosses said 
the delay in discharging 
elderly patients was 
because there was 
“nowhere suitable for 
them to go” even though 
they no longer need hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

Lengths of stay for 
emergency admissions to 
the Elderly Care Team at 
the Moat Road hospital 
have increased by 50 per 
cent over the past two 
years. 

Bosses are currently 
looking at overhauling 
the way medication is 
prescribed and delivered 
to patients just before 
they leave hospital. 

They say they have 
found time spent doing 
this was the top reason 
patients were delayed 
from being discharged 
from the department. 

Mrs James is leaving 
the trust at Christmas 
and an interim chief will 
fill the gap.

Order to 
combat 
the yobs 

Louts who cause trouble on a noto¬ 
rious Bloxwich estate could be locked 
up or fined £5,000 as part of new 
police powers. 

Officers have secured a dispersal 
order for the Mossley estate, which 
has been plagued by persistent anti¬ 
social behaviour for years. The order 
will come into force on Monday and 
will run until May 14 next year. It was 
secured after West Midlands Police 
and Walsall Council joined forces to 
tackle problems,such as gangs egging 
buildings and burning trees. 

Problems have also included off¬ 
road mini-motorbikes and criminal 
damage centering around Glaston¬ 
bury Crescent, Creswell Crescent and 
Fountains Road. 

The new dispersal order will allow 
police officers to remove gangs of two 
or more young people from the streets 
between 9pm and 6am. Youngsters 
aged 16 or under found out and about 
alone will be taken back to their 
homes by police officers. 

The powers, which can also be used 
by Police Community Support Offi¬ 
cers, come under the Anti-Social 
Behaviour Act 2003. If someone who 
has been asked to leave the dispersal 
order area returns, they can be fined 
up to £5,000 or face three months 
behind bars. 

Acting Sergeant Tina Dalton, from 
Bloxwich police station, said the 
action was taken following com¬ 
plaints from residents about persist¬ 
ent problems with large groups of 
youths congregating around local 
businesses and intimidating people in 
the area.

Football yob 
handed ban 

A football yob who hurled abuse at 
opposition fans in Walsall town centre 
has been banned from attending Sad¬ 
dlers games for five years.

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecut¬ 
ing said Mr Barber was seen outside 
the door of Yates’s shouting towards 
the Tranmere fans. 

He was also seen at the rear of 
Martha’s Vineyard, Lichfield Street, 
shouting at the same group of around 
15. 

Miss Sophia Ali, defending, said 
Barber had been out with friends 
when a comment was made to his wife 
which sparked a verbal exchange. 

Barber pleaded guilty to using 
threatening words and behaviour 
when he appeared before magistrates 
on November 1. 

At Walsall Magistrates Court yes¬ 
terday he was ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work, given a 12 
month community order and was also 
ordered to pay £85 in costs.

Estimates Given Free 
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Schools will be expanded 


Two oversubscribed Walsall 
primary schools are set to be 
expanded as part of £1.2 million 
plans. 

Hillary Primary in Walsall and 
King Charles Primary in Bentley 
are increasing admissions to 
cope with demand. Admissions at 
Hillary Primary will increase 
from 60 to 90 pupils and at King 
Charles from 30 to 45. The plans 
will be decided this week. 


Councillors are due to release 
£1.2 million of funding to extend 
both of the buildings. The money 
is coming from the council’s 
Primary Capital Programme. 

Children’s chief Councillor 
Rachel Andrew, said: “These pro¬ 
posals will enable us to meet an 
increasing demand for places due 
to an increase in the number of 
births and the number of new 
and planned residential develop¬ 


ments in this central part of the 
borough.” If approved, the 
changes would take effect from 
September 1, 2011. The decision¬ 
making cabinet meeting will 
take place this Wednesday when 
it is expected to approve the 
plans. 

During the meeting, council 
bosses will also set out their 
approach for more primary 
schools across the borough. 


264 homes approved 


Plans for a 264-home development 
on the site of a former Walsall Council 
depot have been approved. The estate 
will be built at the former highways 
depot in Norfolk Place, Leamore. 

The development will have a 
mixture of two to four bedroom houses 
and 51 flats. A parking bay in 
Bloxwich Road will be lost under the 
plans but a 12-space car park is to be 
provided following concerns from res¬ 
idents about losing places. It is part of 


a land-swap agreement with Wagon 
Automotive which will see up to 400 
council workers relocated to the 
former Brownhills factory. 

Walsall Council leader and vice- 
chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Mike Bird welcomed the 
employment opportunities expected 
by the development. 

Work on the former Wagon Automo¬ 
tive site in Pelsall Road, Brownhills, 
is under way. 


Parade 
will get 
cameras 

Domehawk cameras 
are to be reinstalled at a 
shopping parade in 
Walsall to curb anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

The cameras will be 
put up at the Rough Hay 
estate in Darlaston. 
Local councillor Paul 
Bott said: “In meetings 
with residents, they have 
said they can feel intimi¬ 
dated when going to the 
shops.”

New 

plan 

Multi-million pound plans 
for a new super-fast bus 
network across Walsall and 
Birmingham have been 
revealed. 

Futuristic buses similar to ones 
already used in Las Vegas and 
Seattle in the USA will hit the 
streets as part of the new Birm¬ 
ingham Sprint scheme. The first 
of four new routes is set to be in 
place within five years, linking 
Five Ways in Birmingham to 
Walsall. 

It is hoped the project will coax 
people out of their cars by offering 
smoother, quicker journeys on state- 
of-the-art bendy buses that resemble 
trams. 

The spacious vehicles, which will 
include comfortable seats, air condi¬ 
tioning and low easy access, will 
travel along new and existing bus 
lanes and have priority traffic lights. 
They will stop at key points around 
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the region, such as train stations, 
coach stations, university campuses 
and business parks. 

The other routes on the “rapid 
transit” network will link Ladywood 
to Perry Barr, Eastside to Quinton 
and Bartley Green and Birmingham 
International train station to Lady- 
wood via Sheldon and Chelmsley 
Wood. 

The Five Ways to Walsall route will 
stop at Birmingham Broad Street, 
Centenary Square, New Street, Moor 
Street, the new High Speed Rail 
station, Aston University, Newtown, 
Perry Barr and Great Barr before 
stopping at Walsall train station. 

Transport authority Centro 
described the new network as a “very 
high quality tram-style service” that 
would offer “more relaxed” journeys. 

The final cost of Birmingham 
Sprint is still being worked out but 
funding is set to come from Govern¬ 
ment pots such as the 
Regional Growth Fund, 
Local Sustainable Trans¬ 
port Fund and Major 
Scheme Fund. Money 
will also come from deals 
between the private and 
public sectors. 

Birmingham Sprint is 
part of the wider Vision 
for Movement blueprint, 
which was unveiled by 
transport bosses today at 
the ICC outlining plans 
for the next 20 years. 

Centro chief execu- 
tiven Geoff Inskip, said: 
“Working with the city’s 
business community, we 
have set out a clear vision 
of the transport schemes 
that Birmingham needs 
to enable economic 
growth and secure its 
future prosperity. As the 
transport authority, we 
give our full support in 
helping to develop and 
deliver these initiatives.” 


This is what the new super-fast bus 
network linking Walsall and Birming¬ 
ham will look like when it is com¬ 
pleted in five years’ time. 

Transport bosses have unveiled the 
plans today, detailing a project which 
will create a “rapid transit” network 
right across Birmingham and 
throughout the Black Country. 

The £250,000 buses, similar to ones 
already used in the US, described as a 
cross between bendy buses and trams 
will link Five Ways in Birmingham to 
Walsall train station, via the A34. 

Frequency 

Gary Taylor, chairman of the Broad 
Street part of the scheme which 
includes the Birmingham to Walsall 
link, said that the system would have 
a “turn up and go” frequency. Speak¬ 
ing about the Walsall link, which will 
be the first phase of the project, he 
said: “There will be no hanging 
around, no looking at timetables. It 
will be something that has priority on 
the roads and has no congestion. It 


can be delivered quickly and at a cost 
of under £15million. I defy anybody to 
say that wouldn’t be value for money 
in these tough times.” Centro chief 
executive Geoff Inskip said the 
scheme will be “more spectacular 
than anyone can imagine”. 

European 

He added: “It’s not just a concept, 
it’s actually real. It has been delivered 
in European cities and we have oper¬ 
ators who are willing to operate the 
Sprint. It will become a reality.” 

The Walsall link will go from Five 
Ways to Centenary Square, on to Par¬ 
adise Circus and the Bull Ring shop¬ 
ping centre, to Moor Street station, 
then Aston University, through Perry 
Barr and on to Walsall. 

The plan is to introduce a “Smart- 
card” system, which will be similar to 
the Oyster card scheme in London, 
operating a cash-less system where 
passengers simply scan their cards 
when they get on a bus. 

The funding is set to come from 
various government pots.

Plans to reopen 
rail line backed 

Proposals to reopen a long disused freight line 
between Walsall and Stourbridge to help revive the 
region’s economic fortunes has won the backing of 
railway and business chiefs. 

A new report by the West Midlands & Chiltern 
Route Utilisation Strategy has given weight to calls 
for the track to be reinstated to meet increasing 
demand for cargo transport as a national priority. 

The scheme would see 4,000 lorry loads of asphalt 
a year and other goods taken off the roads and 
carried instead by rail from Round Oak, Stourbridge 
to the freight yard at Bescot railway station, Walsall. 

The plan has been welcomed by Wednesbury- 
based Midland Quarry Products which has cam¬ 
paigned for investment in the track which could 
connect the Smith Road premises to Bescot. 

Midland Quarry Products spokesman David 
Weeks said: “We move a lot of freight by train and we 
still welcome any opportunity to get this line re¬ 
opened.” 

The Wednesbury site makes asphalt for roads and 
Bescot is a key freight station. The draft consulta¬ 
tion report recommends the re-opening of the line to 
allow more freight traffic to travel between Birming¬ 
ham and the South West. 

It also recommends train lengthening of peak 
hour services to and from Birmingham.

An overgrown alleyway in Walsall has been 
cleaned up thanks to staff from the town’s new Tesco 
Extra store. Residents have been complaining for 
months about the state of an alleyway in Hall Lane, 
Walsall Wood. Litter was strewn around it, while 
overhanging trees and bushes blocked the way.

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A couple who returned home 
to find their flat stripped of its 
TV, washing machine, cooker, 
boiler and copper piping after 
leaving it empty for several 
weeks, have spoken about the 
devastating affect of the theft. 

Sarah Horton had been away 
from the flat in Mersey Road, 
Blakenall, Walsall, for more than 
three weeks as partner Carl Munn 
recovered at his parents’ home in 
Pelsall from a bout of deep vein 
thrombosis. 

When she returned, their flat had 
been ransacked and thousands of 
pounds of goods stolen. 

The couple were left with no water or 
heating. The thieves had stolen a gas 
boiler worth £3,000 and copper piping. 

Insured 

Raiders also took a 32-inch flat 
screen TV, worth more than £600, and 
a washing machine and new cooker 
worth more than £500. None of the 
items were insured. 

The raid on the second floor flat took 
place between October 20 and Novem¬ 
ber 8. The couple had been staying 
away while Mr Munn, 38, recuperated 
after a spell in Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Miss Horton, aged 27, who is expect¬ 
ing their first child in March, said: “It 
has been a massive shock. The place 
was left in a mess.They had gone 
through everything and now it just 
doesn’t feel like it’s my home.” 

It is thought the burglars may have 
smashed a glass pane to get into the 
complex and then used a crowbar to 
get into the flat. 

Det Sgt Mick Hinton, from Walsall 
CID, said: “Someone must have seen 
something as the flat is on the second 
floor. The equipment would have had 
to be carried downstairs.”

“He was on the dance floor when another 
guest at that nightclub passed wind, which 
led to a comment about it. 

“Mr Wells then found himself being con¬ 
fronted by Superman. Superman said to him 
‘oh yeah?’ 

Patrol 

“Mr Wells was then punched in the face. He 
was taken outside where police on patrol were 
told Superman had just carried out an 
assault. Door staff were asked to check and 
found Superman and brought him to the front 
door.” 

Unemployed Richardson, of Ruskin Street, 
in West Bromwich, was arrested and taken to 
a police station. 

Doctors found Mr Wells had suffered 
swelling and bruising and was having diffi¬ 
culty opening his eye. He was forced to take 
time off work due to his injuries. 

In court last week, Richardson, of Ruskin 
Road, West Bromwich, admitted one count of 
assault causing actual bodily harm. 

The court heard he had drunk at least 10 
drinks that night. 

Mr Rafe Turner, defending, told JPs: ‘My 
client was in quite a heavy suit, the material 
of which caused him to sweat and there were 
some comments made that were somewhat 
derogatory in his direction.

Magistrates ordered Richardson to carry 
out 50 hours of unpaid work.

Canalside phase 
is given go-ahead

The latest multi-million pound phase of 
the transformation of Walsall’s canalside 
has been approved by council bosses. 

The Waterfront North plans - comprising a 
100-bedroom hotel with a restaurant and bar 
and a temporary 100-space car park - were 
approved last week. 

The long-awaited six-storey hotel, which is 
believed to be a Premier Inn, will create some 60 
jobs in the town. A revamp of the 19th century 
Wharfingers Cottage is also included as part of the 
£65 million scheme. 

There are hopes of turning it into a hub of retail 
space, offices, leisure, bars and restaurants. 

The ambitious proposal was approved at the 
recent Walsall Council planning meeting. Vice- 
chairman of the planning committee Councillor 
Mike Bird welcomed the scheme. 

He said: ‘We want to see it developed. It will bring 
jobs on the construction side and will be good for the 
economy. The hotel will be the anchor for the 
remaining development.”

Controversially, the plan includes the removal of 
the Wharf Bar car park along Wolverhampton 
Street and its popular outdoor seating area to 
create as much space as possible for pedestrians. 

But a condition has been imposed restricting 
developers Urban Splash from creating shops, 
banks and building societies there. 

The report put before the committee said there 
was a danger that the development would draw 
trade away from the primary shopping area. 

A condition was also imposed limiting leisure pro¬ 
vision on the Waterfront site to 20 per cent. 

Councillor Bird added: “We believe there should 
be some leisure on the site but people are not spend¬ 
ing their money on leisure activities when they 
need to pay their water and electricity bills.” 

Work is already under way on the £60m Water¬ 
front South near Charles Street with Cannock- 
based Jessup building new homes, offices and 
shops. A third phase development of the Waterfront 
Lex site is also planned.

Miniature barrels of famous beers 
will be on the shelves this Christmas 
as Walsall’s newly-reopened Highgate 
Brewery goes from strength to 
strength. 

The five-litre barrels of Highgate 
Old Ale, Highgate Dark Mild, Daven¬ 
ports Original and Davenports FGL 
will only be available from the 112- 
year-old brewery in Sandymount 
Road. Company director Tony 
Akinola, aged 49, of Kings Heath, 
Birmingham, said: “The last time we 


did these barrels was in 2008. We 
made them to order and sold around 
1,000. If it goes well at Christmas we 
will look to extend it for Easter.” 

The brewery closed down in June, 
but last month a consortium took it 
over, creating 12 jobs. Eleven were 
filled by former workers. 

The barrels will be available from 
the beginning of December priced at 
£13.99, anyone who says they heard 
about them in the Express & Star will 
get£l off. 


School faces deficit 


A doomed secondary school in 
Bloxwich would run up a shortfall of 
up to £400,000 if it remained open into 
2012. 

Walsall education bosses said the 
deficit at Sneyd Community School 
would have to be met from the 
borough-wide budget, reducing 
funding for other schools and pupils. 
There are now just 228 pupils at the 
school in Vernon Way - down from 899 
in 2008 as a result of closure plans. 
Closure of the school and its eventual 
transformation are planned. 

Walsall Council’s decision-making 
cabinet was expected to bring the 
closure of Sneyd forward a year to 
September 1 2011 at a meeting on 
November 17. The school is then set to 
be transformed into the country’s first 
University Technology College. If the 
earlier closure of Sneyd is approved, 


the school’s Year eight and Year nine 
pupils would be given a one-off sum of 
£50 to pay for uniforms for their new 
schools. Walsall Children’s Services is 
also considering paying for some 
pupil’s home-to-school travel. Fifteen 
staff are facing redundancy. 

A new report states: “Based upon 
the current staffing complement and 
resources available for the 2011/11 
academic year, the school should 
remain solvent until August 31 2011. 

“However, this is not the case 
should the school remain open for a 
further academic year. The school’s 
budget for the last months, that is 
April to August 2012, would be based 
on a maximum of 40 pupils. 

“The funding generated by such low 
pupil numbers could provide a short¬ 
fall of up to £400,000, dependant on 
how many remained at the school.”

Review on rises next year 


Senior councillors in Walsall 
have maintained they will 
review aborted allowance 
increases in a year’s time - 
despite calls for it to be assessed 
at the same time as council 
workers pay freeze. 

Labour councillors said any 
decision should be deferred for 
the duration of the current two- 
year pay freeze on council staff. 

It was revealed last week that 
pay rises of up to £2,300 would 
not be implemented. The Tory 
cabinet members were in line for 
the extra money. 


At a meeting of the Full 
Council Labour councillors 
asked for it to be assessed again 
in two years. But the controlling 
party said it would be reviewed 
on a 12-month basis. 

Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“We feel, as an administration, 
now is not the right time to be 
looking at increases however 
small they be. It is right to revisit 
this in 12 months and on an 
annual basis if it is the decision 
next year to stay with the status 
quo.” 

Labour leader Tim Oliver 


added: “It would not be fair for 
the council to be looking at rises 
as a time when we are facing 
massive cuts.” 

The Independent Renumera¬ 
tion Panel and put foward the 
suggestions. Under plans the 
payments would have been 
increased by £2,300, £1,500 or 
£1,000 every year for the next 
four, on top of a basic allowance 
of more than £10,378. 

But the move was criticised as 
the council is battling to save £65 
million, with budget cuts and job 
losses on the way.

Three Romanians broke into a 
car parts firm in the Walsall in a 
bid to steal metal, a court heard. 

Two of them armed went armed with 
metal “strips” to defend themselves 
against the dog which lives there, mag¬ 
istrates were told. 

But the three were stopped in their tracks 
by the owner of FW Compound in Darlas- 
ton, who called police at around 11.15pm on 
October 31. The three were arrested in a 
police crackdown on rising metal thefts in 
the borough, which have seen rail cables 
and brass door handles stolen. 

Adrian Ciobanu, aged 26, of Owen Road, 
Penn Fields, Wolverhampton, Auras Stoica, 
27, of the same address and Claudiu Bol- 
boaca, 20, of Lion Road, Edmonton, London, 
admitted attempted theft when they 
appeared at Walsall Magistrates Court last 
week. 

They were each given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay £85 
costs. 

Barking 

The men broke into the car parts stock 
yard looking for metal but business owner 
Francis Thomas happened to be there at the 
time and heard the dog barking loudly. 

Miss Maxine Jarrousse, prosecuting, 
said: “At that point Mr Thomas said he 
heard metal jangling from within the com¬ 
pound, and noticed two men, to which he 
shouted.” 

Police arrived within minutes, found the 
men outside and arrested them. 

Mr Martin Fawlk, defending, said the 
attempt was not planned, and the men “had 
no idea what they were going to do if they 
had found any parts.” He added: “Each of 
the defendants expresses remorse for their 
actions.” 

Sentencing them chairman of the magis¬ 
trates Mr Mick Kearns said: “We are con¬ 
cerned in the Walsall area as there seems to 
be a number of these thefts and attempted 
thefts for metal.” 

Police in the town are visiting every 
scrapyard in the borough in a crackdown. 

Crimes have included £25,000 of copper 
stolen from a Brownhills firm, £1,000 of 
brass from a Walsall saddlery and more 
than 30 manhole covers.

A sanctuary which rehouses 
800 chickens a month and 
shelters rabbits, guinea pigs, 
ducks and pigs, is desperately 
searching for a larger home 
after being overwhelmed with 
animals. 

It is claimed the family-run 
Chicken Sanctuary in Bloxwich is 
in “desperate need” of a new home 
if it is to survive past the middle 
of next year.

Mr Sankey, his wife Ann, 52, and 
sons Jason, 34, and Michael, 33, all 
work at the sanctuary, which operates 
in his 40ft by 30ft garden. They are 
looking for land of at least half-an- 
acre to use. 

“There is just no room left at my 
house, my back garden is like a zoo. I 
just want a nice piece of land where 
the animals can live comfortably.” 

Mr Sankey is on 24-hour alert from 
the RSPCA for whenever rescued, 
injured or abandoned birds need 
rehousing. Anyone with information 
can call Mr Sankey on 07742 913184.

High levels of staff sickness have 
been blamed for contributing to the 
rise. 

A total of 178 issues were highlighted in 
the 137 complaints. Problems included 
youngsters unable to contact their social 
workers and poor staff conduct. 

Families disagreeing with decisions was 
also listed as a factor. 

The number of complaints has steadily 
risen over the years from 70 in 2007/08, 86 
in 2008/09 and 137 in 2009/10. 

Parents and relatives made the most 
complaints to Walsall Council in 2009/10, 
with the figure rising from 54 to 75. 
However, 22 young people reported prob¬ 
lems themselves - up from 19. 

High-profile cases such as Baby P and 
the recession are also said to have con¬ 
tributed to more complaints. 

A report to council bosses reads: “The 
present economic climate may also have 
contributed towards families feeling more 
negative about life issues and thus more 
inclined to complain.” 

Sickness 

The biggest number of complaints cen¬ 
tered around the looked-after children 
service, with the figure rising from 29 to 60. 

The report continues: “The Looked After 
Children team has reported that there has 
been a high level of sickness in these teams 
which is likely to have contributed to an 
increase in complaints. This factor could 
also have contributed to complaint 
response times.” 

But Councillor Rachel Andrew, cabinet 
member for children’s services, said today: 
“Children, young people, parents and 
foster carers must be given an opportunity 
to comment on the services they receive. 
It’s no surprise that we’ve seen an increase 
in the number of complaints because we’ve 
made it easier for people to do so. 

“Since the report was published, there 
have been considerable improvements to 
sickness levels.”

Lemmy left Hawkwind 
35 years ago and one of the last songs he 
wrote for them, Motorhead, provided the 
name for his own band. 

He features in a new rockumentary DVD 
about his life, with contributions from 
celebrity fans that range from Ozzy 
Osbourne to Jarvis Cocker, that will be 
released in January. 

Lemmy is also the star of the new Kronen- 
bourg 1664 TV ad, singing a slowed down 
acoustic version of Motorhead’s best 
known song, Ace of Spades.

Come Dine With Me: 

The Tasty Bits (15) 

The dinner party show has become cult 
viewing for many and however outra¬ 
geous the behaviour of the guests - 
whether members of the public or celebs 
- the real star of the show is the droll 
commentary by narrator Dave Lamb. 

This DVD features around half an hour 
of never-before-seen scenes (a little 
nudity) but they are not that shocking, the 
makers kept the best bits in. 

So we get guests getting drunk and 
falling asleep at the table or tumbling off 
their chairs, a host of culinary crimes, and 
guests so hungry they raid the kitchen to 
make their own dinner. 

As regards the celebrities, Kim Wood- 
burn, of How Clean Is Your House, gets 
spectacularly drunk on vodka,actress 
Lesley Joseph gets fits of giggles when 
her lamb dinner is a disaster and Michael 
Barrymore’s anarchic buffoonery crosses 
the line into outright vandalism. 

Collapse (Exempt) 

This thought-provoking documentary 
puts you in the company of American 
radical thinker Michael Ruppert for more 


than 80 minutes. 

Former LA policeman Ruppert reckons 
our society’s dependence on oil will bring 
ruin upon us all within a decade or so, 
and that the economic depression - 
which he seems to have predicted - is 
just the beginning. 

If you believe Ruppert, you had best 
learn to be a carpenter and farmer fast, 
because the lights are going to go out, 
money will be worthless and food is going 
to become scarce. 

It’s a talking head documentary, with 
some stock footage, in which Ruppert is 
sittin in what appears to be a bunker, 
chain-smoking and sometimes doing his 
credibility no good by bursting into tears 
or barely restraining his four-letter rage at 
the powers that rule the world. 

He also darkly hints about mysterious 
deaths in the US military and a break-in at 
his office in which his computers were 
trashed. 

Ruppert seems to take a perverse pride 
in his belief that he had been personally 
targeted by the White House during 
George W Bush’s presidency. 

He may have fascinated film maker 
Chris Smith with his apocalyptic vision 


Joan Rivers - showing her tender side 

but I remained unconvinced by Ruppert’s 
alarming predictions. However,his ideas 
are certainly interesting... and worrying. 

Joan Rivers: A Piece of Work 

(Exempt) 

This documentary of a year in the life of 
veteran queen of comedy Joan Rivers 
starts with the comedienne close-up 
without her facade of make-up. 

It makes the film’s intention clear, to 
show the real Joan. And it probably does. 

The expletive-using septuagenarian is 
revealed as a workaholic, driven by the 
fear of failure and haunted by the sense 
that comedy is second best to her true 
love, acting. 

She is also wickedly funny on stage 
and brutal in her dealing with a heckler. 

There are two very poignant scenes 
where we (apparently) see the real woman 
behind the facelifts and carefully coiffured 
hair, in a tender moment with her grand¬ 
son and when the tough cookie sobs after 
sacking a member of her team, an old 
friend, who let her down once too often. 
She still sacked him though. 

There are lots of extras on the DVD 
including interviews.

Duffy’s follow-up album Endlessly blends thenew with the old 


Duffy - Endlessly 

Snowdonia’s soul stunner 
Duffy returns with a second 
album that has an American 
sheen but finds her distinctive 
soulful croak preserved. Her new 
team includes New York hip hop 
funkers The Roots and veteran 
American songwriter Albert 
Hammond (who penned Hollies 
hit The Air That I Breathe). The 
result is an album that lives up to 
her massive hit debut Rockferry, 
blending retro elements with 
modern R&B/pop production 
techniques. The ballads Don’t 
Forsake Me and Too Hurt To 
Dance will appeal to those who 
enjoy Duffy when she’s at her 
most old fashioned and Girl finds 
the Welsh songstress in groovy 
Sandie Shaw-ish 60s mode. The 
semi-acoustic title track intro¬ 
duces a slurred bluesy edge to 
her vocal, whereas Love Struck 


and Well Well Well have a more 
contemporary pop feel. Out 
November 29. 

Nadine - Insatiable 

Often considered the best 
vocalist in Girls Aloud, Nadine 
Coyle has made a bad false start 
to her solo career with this 
weedy, bland debut album which 
doesn’t make the most of her 
voice. Even the best tracks prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have made it onto 
Cheryl Cole’s album. 

Everything seems wrong, from 
the half-hearted warbling to odd 
moments, like when she seems 
to go missing half way through 
first track, the wanna-be club 
anthem Runnin’. Maybe she 
made a mistake by writing her 
own songs, maybe with the pro¬ 
duction team, though they 
include some people with big 
successes to their credit. But 


Insatiable should have been 
dumped and Nadine directed 
back to the drawing board. This 
is one turkey that will still be left 
in the shops at Christmas. 

Selena Gomez & The Scene 

- A Year Without Rain 

The Disney princess follows 
her million-selling debut Kiss 
And Tell with a better set of perky 
pop/rock tracks and upbeat 
dance numbers. Featuring the hit 
Round And Round, it is slickly 
produced for the star from 
Disney Channel’s The Wizards of 
Waverley Place.

Garden plants with 
a little added bite 


P lants are marvellous and have 
some unexpected qualities like 
eating insects and there is cur¬ 
rently a national collection of carnivo¬ 
rous plants these in Shropshire. 

Mike King has been fascinated by sar- 
racenias, or pitcher plants as they are 
sometimes called, since he was a boy and 
has held the national collection since 2003 
in Telford. 

Most of the Sarracenias come from the Ameri¬ 
cas, but there is a native plant, called the 
Sundew, which grows in boggy areas. 

The leaves are surrounded by filaments and 
when an insect sits on the leaf the filaments curl 
up and trap it. Slowly, it is then digested and 
absorbed as food by the plant. These plants can

occasionally be found in garden centres, mar¬ 
keted as a type of pet for children to feed. 

Pitcher plants are not too difficult to grow and 
can even be grown outside in a sheltered area as 
they are hardy to about minus five degrees, but 
they are better suited to a warmer climate in a 
cool greenhouse. 

The spectacular parts are the leaves, which 
are speckled, blotched and look like pitchers. 


The insect is attracted to the plant by a distinc¬ 
tive smell and totters into the bottom of the 
pitcher where it drowns in a fluid where it is 
passed to the plant 

During the summer, the plant produces 
attractive flowers with a yellow or tinged with 
coral colour. They are around two to three inch 
long single flowers which droop slightly. 

The plants can be grown from seed, sown on 
damp compost in March at about 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit but they must be kept damp and 
pricked out when they have three to four leave. 
Later, then they are fully grown they can be 
divided to make further plants. 

For someone with plenty of time Pitcher 
Plants are great fun to grow, but they do need a 
lot of maintenance as they need to be kept con¬ 
tinually damp. 

This requires close monitoring every day.

P eugeot celebrates its 
200th anniversary this 
year, which is quite an 
achievement. 

To put it into context, when 
Peugeot was founded in 1810, 
Napoleon had 11 years left in 
him and Beethoven was still 
hard at work. 

Of course, had Napoleon or 
Beethoven popped down to their 
local Peugeot dealership it would 
have been to purchase a coffee mill 
rather than a car. 

The company’s first foray into 
mobility came with push bikes in 
1830. It wasn’t until the 1890s that 
Peugeot built its first internal com¬ 
bustion engine-powered cars, 
inspired by meetings with Gottlieb 
Daimler in person. 

More than a century later, cars 
have advanced to a level that would 
have been unthinkable to the 
fathers and founders of the motoring 
industry — a level that allows 
Peugeot to mark its bi-centenary 
with a model powered by an engine 
less than three-times the size of 
those in its first ever models, but 
producing 100-times the power. 

The 1.6-litre turbocharged unit 
present in the 308 GT 200 makes it 
the most powerful version of the 308 
hatchback since the model’s launch 
in late 2007. 

Put to good use in the new RCZ 
Coupe and in the 308CC convertible, 
it’s an engine used to deliver a com¬ 
bination of power and economy by 
other manufacturers, too. Peugeot 


aficionados will have noticed that 
the 308 GT is missing something. 

The additional ‘i’ is noticeable 
through its absence from the GT 
badge. Although the model is badged 
as the 308 GTi in some European 
markets, Peugeot has stopped short 
of giving it the full-blown GTi title in 
the UK. 

Why? The answer lies in the GT 
200’s tractable nature. It’s not a full 
blown hot hatch designed to 
compete with scalding three-door 
performance models such as the 
Ford Focus RS, RenaultSport 
Megane, Volkswagen Golf R or Seat 
Leon Cupra R, but with 200bhp and 
a sub-eight second 0-62mph acceler¬ 
ation time, it’s not your run-of-the- 
mill family hatch, either. 

The extra chilli that would have 
earned the model a GTi badge has 
been deliberately left out of the 
mixture in favour of five-doors, a 
more agreeable ride and better 
manners around town. 

These aims, the 308 GT 200 


achieves. Despite the induction roar 
and impressive in-gear acceleration, 
the model is capable of functioning 
just like a regular family car from 
nine to five. The five-door layout 
offers good access and practicality, 
the steering is light around town 
and the ride demonstrates typical 
French prowess. Yet there’s always a 


degree of menace bubbling away 
under the surface. It’s implicit from 
the exterior styling; the 308’s hand¬ 
some design has been subtly revised 
in GT 200 specification with butch 
bumpers at both ends, a rear dif¬ 
fuser, twin chrome exhausts, carbon 
inserts in the front and particularly 
attractive alloy wheels. It is subtly 


aggressive but still discreet, boost¬ 
ing the everyday appeal. 

However, when the mood calls for 
it the 308GT goes a long way 
towards delivering GTi thrills. The 
1.6 THP unit comes with a reward¬ 
ing soundtrack and the chassis, 
although not on a par with genuine 
hot hatch models, proves more than 


capable of dealing with enthusiastic 
cornering. 

The GT 200 changes direction 
nimbly and with little loss of trac¬ 
tion, body roll is limited given the 
quality of the ride and both throttle 
response and braking are impres¬ 
sively urgent. 

The steering suffers for its 
tractable nature in town, offering 
decent weight but limited feedback 
and the steering wheel feels a little 
oversized for a sporty model. On the 
control front, the staggered pedal 
heights take a little getting use to as 
well. 

Despite these small faults, you 
can rely on the model to put a smile 
on your face with its performance. 

The value for money is likely to do 
the same. Half-leather interior, 
parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control, electric windows and 
mirrors and neat touches such as 
the metal gear knob and pedals are 
all standard. 

Lumbar support and side bolsters 
on the excellent front seats along 
with an arm rest for rear passengers 
makes it effortlessly comfortable, 
and the interior ambience teeters on 
luxurious thanks to some contempo¬ 
rary styling and details. 

Peugeot could have celebrated its 
birthday with an all-out perform¬ 
ance model but the sporty yet 
tractable 308 GT 200 is actually a 
far better demonstration of the man¬ 
ufacturer’s car building ability. It’s a 
measured blend of sensible and 
entertaining, and would no doubt 
have pleased the Peugeot family.

Don’t make hasty move 
on boss warns O’Connor

Assistant boss Martin O’Connor has 
urged Walsall’s board not to be hasty over 
manager Chris Hutchings’future. 

The Saddlers face a tricky FA Cup replay at 
home to Fleetwood tonight with boss Hutch¬ 
ings and O’Connor under extreme pressure. 

The Saddlers are bottom of League One, eight 
points from safety but O’Connor wants the board to 
take their time. 

“In any walk of life if you go into a new job you 
don’t expect to be successful straight away,” he said. 

“If you are sometimes in the second or third year 
you hit a dip.

But O’Connor defended the fans and insisted they 
have a right to criticise the team after just one win 
in 15 games.

FANS BAYING FOR 
HUTCHINGS’ NECK 


BOURNEMOUTH 3 WALSALL 0 

A ngry, upset and fed up - 
the fans are revolting 
and there is precious 
little Walsall can do about it. 
On Saturday, a small gang of 
die-hards surrounded the team 
coach to vent their frustrations 
after yet another no-show from 
the relegation-haunted Sad¬ 
dlers at Bourneouth. 

They directed their vitriol at 
manager Chris Hutchings and 
cries of “we don’t want you any 
more” echoed long after the bus 
escaped the poisonous atmosphere. 

Hurling insults and abuse isn’t right — Hutchings 
is still a regular man trying to do a job — but the fans 
are in pain and from Saturday’s evidence it doesn’t 
look like some of the players share that hurt. 

The irony was the fans’ brief protests showed 
more passion than most players demonstrated 
during the 3-0 defeat on the south coast. It’s not 
about ability any more. There are questionable char¬ 
acters in the team who have failed to perform this 
term and they now need to stop dining out on so- 
called reputations. 

A squad which includes four loanees will always 
to be difficult to unite - regardless of what comes 
from the dressing room. 

There are players who feel responsible, Richard 
Taundry, Jimmy Walker and Jon Macken hut the 
performance on Saturday from some was verging on 
pathetic. 

Aside from the opening 25 minutes without their 
two most influential players — the injured Macken 
and Martin Devaney - Walsall failed to do the basics 
right. 

The marking for Josh McQuoid’s opening two 
goals was so lax it seemed the defence had taken 
leave to grab an ice-cream and a bag of chips on 
Bournemouth’s seafront. 

The manager is the one who carries the can, that 
will forever be the case, hut his players - a squad he 
has moulded - should not he exempt from criticism. 
Fingers must be pointed at a team who have scored 
just 15 goals this season — the lowest in League One 
— and kept just one clean sheet. 

Yes, the manager brought them to the club and 
picks the team hut he doesn’t tell them to switch off 
and give the ball away. 

Collapsed 

The club has made mistakes with its transfer 
policy this year but when there is professional pride 
on the line players are still expected to turn up. 

On Saturday they collapsed following McQuoid’s 
30th minute opener and from then there was only 
ever going to be one outcome. 

The look of disappointment from the coaching 
staff as they leant against the tunnel wall after the 
game told you everything. 

There was an air of resignation in their furrowed 
brows. No banter, no chat - just a look of concern. 
Hutchings cut a lonely figure as he paced the touch- 
line in an empty stadium as wins for Tranmere and 
Leyton Orient left his team eight points from safety. 

Tomorrow’s FA Cup showdown with Fleetwood is 
now the biggest game in his 22-month reign at the 
Banks’s Stadium. 

He, the team and the fans need a win. Whether it 
be a comprehensive victory over a non league outfit 
or a lucky last minute one. A win is a win - something 
the Saddlers cannot buy at the moment. 

With 11 defeats from 16 League One games the 
situation has become grave and the season is in full 
blown crisis mode. 

There would have needed to be a drastic turn¬ 
around in fortunes to come away from Dean Court 
with any points, such is the fortress Bournemouth 
have created. But the Saddlers’ promising start gave 
way to one which was all too familiar. 

They fell behind on 30 minutes when Matt 
Richards lost the ball, Marc Pugh made Manny 
Smith look foolish before standing up an inviting 
cross for McQuoid who couldn’t miss. It was harsh on 
Walsall who, up until then, had matched the Cher¬ 
ries and had begun to press, but was symptomatic of 
a season where they continue to undermine them¬ 
selves. 

It was 2-0 with 20 minutes remaining when a long 
ball from defence caught Reuben Reid out and he 
failed to close down Rhoys Wiggins who found 
McQuoid - inexcusably unmarked — to nod in. 

The Saddlers only had pride to play for but they 
still couldn’t muster the fight to even look like hitting 
back. And, with four minutes left McQuoid bagged 
his second treble in two games when his deflected 
effort found the corner from 25 yards. Defeat leaves 
the Saddlers eight points from safety and things 
must change now — otherwise disgruntled fans will 
be the least of their problems.

Saddlers 
side warned 
stop living 
in the past 

Under-pressure Walsall boss Chris Hutchings 
fired a broadside at his players and told them to stop 
living in the past. 

The Saddlers are eight points from safety follow¬ 
ing Saturday’s 3-0 defeat at Bournemouth and are 
rooted to the bottom of League One. 

They are four points adrift of second-bottom Yeovil 
with a third of the season gone and fans hurled 
insults at Hutchings and the team as they left Dean 
Court. 

The boss, who was let down by his charges on Sat¬ 
urday, insisted they cannot rely on reputations any 
more. 

“Names on paper mean nothing. When you cross 
the white line you have to stand up and be counted,” 
he said. “We’ve got to roll our sleeves up, dig deep 
and work even harder. The players have to realise 
that and we’ve got to do it. 

‘You need characters in the team and when things 
aren’t going so well that’s when everyone is ques¬ 
tioned. We’ve got to keep working hard at it.” 

Hutchings, who was without the injured Jon 
Macken, Martin Devaney and Clayton McDonald, 
handed defender Andy Butler a debut after signing 
the 27-year-old for free on Friday. 

He believes the former Huddersfield man can add 
the steel the Saddlers desperately need after just 
one clean sheet all season. 

He said: “He’s got character, that’s why we’ve 
brought him in. He’s a left- footer, gives us a bit of 
balance and likes to defend. He was at Blackpool last 
season and they got to the Premier League. He’s got 
everything we’re looking for and we need him to 
come to the table now. 

“We started to drop off too deep and allowed them 
too much room in the second half so we’ve got to be 
more ruthless but his contribution was good. It’s 
always tough going to a place like Bournemouth 
because they are on a bit of a roll.” 

Walsall collapsed after Josh McQuoid bagged the 
first of his hat-trick on Saturday and Hutchings 
realised the 30th-minute goal changed the tone of 
the game. 

“We’re disappointed because in the first half we 
had a game plan which was working very well,” 
added Hutchings. 

Brain vows to 
fight to be Nol 

Axed Jonny Brain vowed to fight for his place and 
prove he is Walsall’s top stopper. 

The goalkeeper was dropped after boss Chris 
Hutchings brought back club legend Jimmy Walker 
following a poor start to the season. 

Brain paid the price for just one clean sheet in the 
opening 15 games as the Saddlers struggled to 
escape the League One drop zone. 

But the 27-year-old, who played in the 7-0 reserve 
romp over Rotherham, insisted he has all the expe¬ 
rience needed to be the Saddlers’ Nol. “I don’t want 
to be a number two,” said Brain, who arrived on a 
free transfer from Macclesfield in the summer. 
“Jimmy might help and give a bit of a boost to the 
fans so that’s positive but I’m experienced myself - 
I’ve played over 200 games. 

“I can’t hold my hands up and say I’ve set the world 
alight but the plan is to get back in the side. 

“I try my hardest in training. It’s been difficult, 
we’ve struggled and I’ve had to pick the ball out of 
the net more than I would have liked. But that’s foot¬ 
ball, that’s life. I’m not going to sulk about it. I will 
just get on with things. It’s all about being profes¬ 
sional and working hard.”
